‘The Age-Herald learned last night that Tax 
ConsTITUTION would print an interview with 
the outlaw, Rube Burrow, this morning, and 
would send a special train over laden with 
papers. They could not afford to be outdone 
again in theirown town by Tus ConsTITUTION, 
and consequently a meeting of the staff was 
held to devise ways and means to head off and 
euchre, if possible, Tue Constitution. Mr. 
Conn, the city editor, suggested that he write

of Vernon, Ala., and that a bogus Rube Bur- 
row was interviewed by him, to the great 
amusement of the people of that little town. 
The idea was immediately adopted. Some 
of Bill Nye’s old letter cuts were 
procured, the story written to correspond with 
the cuts, and then a special train was hired to 
reach Atlanta the same time THe Constiru 
TION’s special reached here. The two trains 
passed, and when THe ConstTiTuTION reached 
here the Age Herald’s humorous ‘‘fake” had 
so thoroughly advertised the true story, and 
THE ConstTItruTIon that the train was utterly 
besieged, and for two solid hours six men were 
kept busy selling papers from the platforms.

to be first to buy, and before the rush was over 
the thousands of copies had been sold. When 
the rush had subsided somewhat, Editor in 
Chief Pinckard, and Managing Editor Cary 
visited the car. 

‘“We were determined not to be beaten this 
time,” said Mr. Pinckard. .“I believe our 
story is about as ood as yours, 
and if it is not believed, there will be many a 
hearty laugh over the ingenuity of our cily ed- 
itor, who got it up.” 

‘Yes, it was a good hit, but would have been 
better had you read the Associated Press last 
night and laid the scene in Mississippi, where 
Linterviewed Rube, rather than at the home 
of his father in Alabama, which I visited some 
days previous.”’ 

“Oh, that makes no difference, although 
your story may be truein every particular—and 
I have no doubt but you did see Rube—our 
story gets tho laugh on THe CONSTITUTION, 
and we will call it even, for I have no doubt 
that our papers are now selling in Atlanta as 
fast as yours are here.”’ 

THE AGE-HERALD STORY 
indeed quite an ingenious 
vance with which to shield them- 
selves from the ignominy of being 
‘scooped’ almost at home. Bunt un fortun- 
ately for them, they missed the section of the 
country where I saw Rube by many miles, and 
in fact put their story in Alabama, while Bur- 
row -was interviewed in Mississippi. 

However, to save themselves they resorted 
to the humorous, and Conn deserves credit and 
a better salary for an ingenious story.

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AN OLD WOMAN MURDERED 


By an Unknown Assassin in North Caro- 
lina. 


RAveies, N. C., November 10.—[ Special. ]— 
In Johnston county, six miles from Selma, 
last night, an unknown assassin went to the 
house of Mrs. Lenia Burns, a white widow, 
sixty-five years of age, and murdered herand 
her grandson, aged seven years. The house is 
in a lonely place, and had no occupants save 
the old woman and her little grandson. Mrs. 
Burns was reported to have some money. 
Three gun shots were heard at the house last 
night by the nearest neighbors. The murder 
was not discovered until noon, when the house 
was observed to be open and persons who 
entered it found the body lying on the floor 
with two bullet wounds in the body of the old 
womon and one in that of her grandson. The 
last news this evening is that there is no clew 
tothe murderers, though people are greatly 
excited, and careful search is being made for 
evidence bearing on the horrible crime.

The Victim of Colonel Swope’s 
Dead. 
LEXINGTON, Ky., November 10.—Colonel 
William C. Goodloe died here today about 1 o'clock 
from the effects ofa wound reeeived from Colonel 
Swope’s pistolin tbat terrible encounter in the 
postoffice here last Friday afternoon, in which 
Swope was .cut to  pleces and died. 
Goodloe died peacefully and pain- 
lessly, surrounded by his family and 
few close friends. He joined the Episcopal church 
before he died, and was baptised this morning. 
The entire city is in the deepest mourning over his 
death, and the flag on the government building has 
been put at half mast. The funeral will be held 
here Tuesday afternoon at two o'clock. All the 
members of the family were at the dying man’s 
bedside, except Major Green Clay Goodloe, his 
brother, who did not get here until tonight. Good- 
loe’s statement of the difficulty after he was told 
tbat he could not live, makes Swope the aggressor, 
as he drew and shot Goodloe justas the latter got 
his knife open. Goodloe said that feeling he had 
received a death wound he cut_until he fell.

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A GRAND GATHERING OF PRELATES 
AND LAYMEN ASSEMBLE 


TO CELEBRATE THE CENTURY: 


Of The Consecration of the First Ameri- 
can Bishop—The Cathedral Crowded 
~The Ceremonies ofthe Day. 


BALTIMORE, Md., November 10.— With 
fitting grandeur the most important group of 
events in the history of the Catholic chuseh 
in America began here this morning. It was 
the commencement of the triple celebration of 
the oue hundredth anniversary of the appoint- 
ment ofthe first American Catholic bishop, 
the inauguration of the first congress of Cath- 


oliclaymen held in the United States, and” 


tht dedication of the new national university 
for Catholics, 
Fully ten thousand strangers were in Balti- 


times as many people, not counting local 
Catholics, as could possibly be accommodate 
in the cathedral, where the initial scenes were 
to be witnessed. So great was the pressure for 
seatsthat persons known to have traveled 
across the continent from California, especially 
to be present, were among those disappointed 
by not securing admission. Except forthe in- 
evitable inconveniences due to overcrowding, 
everything moved like clock work. Promptly at 
appointed hour the priests, seminarians and 
theological students were marshalled in Cal- 
vert hall. Curious throngs were already in the 
neighboring streets, occupying themselves 
taking 
A NOTE OF THE DECORATIONS. 

The hall in which the priests assembled was 
elaborately decorated. Above the doors were the 
papal colors, yellow and white, and stretching 
upward tothe eaves were great streamers of 
red, white and blue. When all wisready six 
hundred ciergy, walking two and two,emerged, 
Claud in white surplice and black cassocks and 
berretas. Their fine looking, strongly marked 
faces and unafiected bearing, attracted gen- 
eral. attention as they marched down the 
street a few squares to the residence of Car- 
dinal Gibbons, wholly unaccompanied by mu- 
sic. One of the features, indeed, of the whole 
Sunday proceedings, was the total absence of 
any band playing on the streets. At the door- 
way of the cardinal’s house, and leading up 
the broad steps, with sabres and polished hel- 


more to witness the promised spectacle, oc 


mets glittering in the bright morning sun- , 


light, were two 
DOUBLE LINES OF GUARDS. 

Here again the papal colors and the stars 
and stripes were intermingled. In all direc- 
tions the streets seemed filled with people, 
and the open windows of the surrounding 
dwellings each had their quota. Presently, 
while the white surpliced priests were opening 
ranks, a mass of purple enveloped figures were 
seen in the cardinal’s doorway. It was the 
gathering of nearly all. the Catholic bishops 
and archbishops of the United States, with 
representatives from Mexico, Canada, Eng- 
land and Rome itself. Prelates now came 
forth from the large portico in pairs, and as 
each two stepped into the street their costly 
robes were caught up by diminutive altar boys 
in waiting, whothen walked behind. Here 
and there among the silken purple vestments 
of the bishops could be seen the coarse brown 
or white garb of the bearded abbot. Through 
the long lines of priests the prelates threaded 
their way around the square to the main 
entrance of the cathedral, the rear of the pro 
cession being brought up by the tall, ascetic 
figure of Archbishop Feehan, of Chicago, who 
immediately poncesee the golden vestured 
cross bearer followed by two spare, slight look- 
ing men, almost hidden in dazzling scarlet. 
The two men in scarlet were the cardinals of 
the Raman church in America—Gibbons, of 
Baltimore, and Taschereau, of Quebec. Eight 
acolytes upheld their long vestmenis, and sur- 
rounding them were their monsignors, with 
papal delegates O’Connell and Satalli, of 
Rome. 

WITHIN THE CATHEDRAL 
ten minutes later the scene was simply magnifi- 
cent. The pews throughout the church were 
crowded to the utmost with thelaity. In 
striking contrast with the dark clothed aggre- 
gations thus formed were the aisles, center 
and front and sides, packed with snowy sur- 
pliced priests. Against both laity and 
priests shown the serried purple ranks of 
prelates inside thefsanctuary. On either side 
was the dais for the cardinals. At the high 
altar stood the mitred celebrant of mass, Arch- 
bishop Williams, of Boston, and over all was 
the great white and gold dome of the cathedral. 
A dreamy largo lulled the ear, while the eye 
was delighted with the myriad candlés shining 
out on the altar from among the restful green 
leaves and white blossoms of lilies. Now was 
heard a gregorian ‘‘asperges,’”’ sung by per- 
fectly attuned male voices, and mass proper 
began With the chanting of the “‘kyrie.”” A 
subdued, reverential feeling was manifest 
throughout the church as the ceremonial pro- 
ceded in majestic beauty, and 
THE EFFECT WAS HEIGHTENED 

momentarily by the wave like genuflexions in 
the pews, and as at each pronouncement by 
the choir of the name of Jesus. berettas were 
doffed in unsion from the great cardinals and 
archbishops in the sanctuary to. the 
students in the farthest vestibule. At 
the consecration of the host the- car- 
dinals advanced from the Silos 
with the monsignors, and bowing themselves 
lowly, knelt at the pridaux facing the altar. 
Back of them was the row of richly arrayed 
acolytes bearing lighted bronze torches. The 
effect at this moment was a noble one. As 
the sacred host was held high aloft by the cel- 
ebrant, and with the deepest silence all 
through the cathedral, every head bent low in 
prayer. 
altar broke the spell. With each movement 
of the priest, fora moment or two, the little: 
bell sounded,@and each time at the instant was 


heard outside the church the heavy intonation™ 


of the cathedral chimes. As Cardinal Gib- 
bons retired ta,his dias, the reporters in the 
improvisel press gallery noticed, for the 
first time, not six feet - awa from 
him, in the sanctuary among the ab- 
bots and other special dignitaries, the 
BLACK FACE OF FATHER TOLTEN, 

of Chicago, the first colored Catholic priest 
ordained in America. Probably the most im- 
pressive part of the mass, next to the conse- 
cration, was the conferring of the papal bless- 
ing. The venerable archbishop at the altar, 
seemed to feel it a doubly solemn ,.moment 
when, turning to the congregation, he paused 
for an instant, then while the le in the 
church knelt, he raised his hand, and slow! 
made the sign of the cross. Mass then ended, 
with a special intercession for the pope, 
chanted by all the clergy. The first oration of 
the centenary followed. It was delivered by 
Archbishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, whose fine 

resnce and me gg uencé, in spite of the 
ong ceremonial preceeding, held his hearers 
for another hour and a half. The patriotic 
spirit of the archbishop’s address, and his trib- 
ute to the recent devotee of the colored people 
and Indians seemed to awaken general enthu- 
siasm, but the most telling effect was aroused 
when he vindicated the rights of Catholic 
editors, if need be, to freely comment on the 
failings of the clergy. The Te Deum, by the 
choir and orchestra, brought the memorable 
service to a close. . 

ARCHBISHOP RYAN’S SERMON. 
at the cathedral 
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The tinkle of the tiny bell at the, 


bered that Catholics and Protestants now associate 
more frequently and intimately, and uuderstand 
each other better. Intelligent Protestants are 
geeGpally disabused of old notion that Catholics 
¢ the blessed virgin toa position equal to that 
of th Sou; that priests can  for- 
give according to their pleasure 
that i may be adored after the fashion of 
pagans; that the Bible should not be read and other 
absurd supposed doctrines and practices of the 
chureb. use of the enlightenment, and be- 
cause of the high character of the American con- 
verts in the past, it is possible that some of the 
ablest defenders of the church in this coming 
century will be men who are at present in the 
ravks of her opponents. But, fathers and brethren, 
whilst we are grateful for the blessings bestowed by 
Almighty God on the young church of these states 
during the past century, whilst we unite in the 
lorious ‘‘Te Deum”’ of gratitude, we must also bear 
n mind there are statistics of 
loss known only to the mind of G 
that may have fallenaway. Today we should add 
to our “Te Deum” cur acts of contrition. I believe 
that in thé last century we could have done more 
for the colored people of the south and the Indian 
tribes. Iam not unmi!ndful of the zeal, with limited 
resour for its exercise, ofthe southern bishops, 
peteat self-sacrifice of the Indian mission- 
who, in the spirit of primitive Christianity, 
heir lives for the noble but most 
iy treat Indian tribes. But, as I believe that 
very and unjust treatment of Indians are 
blots upon American civilization, so I 
in the church also the most reasonable 
cause en in the past century is the fact that 
more could have been done for some dependent 
classes. Let us now, in the name of God, resolve to 
make reparation for these shortcomings of the past. 
A magnificent future is b:fore the church in’ tbis 
country, if we are only true to her, to our country, 
and to ourselves. Ske bas demonstrated that she 
can live and move onward without state influence, 
that the atmosphere of liberty is most congenial 
her constitution and most conducive to 
luer progress. Let us be cordially American 
in our feelings and sentiments, and above all let 
each individual act but in his personal life and 
character the spirit of his Catholic faith.

BALTm™MORE, November 10.—Tonight the 
cathedral is resplendent from basement to 
dome, inside and ant, with electric lights. 
The crash of people surpassed even the morn- 
ing. Many of the ninety bishops in the city 
were again present, anda large proportion of 
the thousand priests who have gathered hero, 
but the majority of those present were the 
laity. Every aisle in the church, to say 
nothing of the seats, was thronged clear to the 
rail of the sanctuary. Papal vespers were sung 
by Archbishop Heiss, of Milwaukie, Wis. The 
orator of the evening was Archbishop Ireland, 
of St. Paul. His boldness aud intense earnest- 
ness captured tne listeners from the outset. 
He said what the church needed was salvation 
armies. Pews and pew renters were only to 
be regarded as necessary evils. There was a 
great work to do and fierce injustice existed. 
Socialism was not without its excuse for be- 
ing. He declared: 

“The next century in the life ofthe church in 
America will be what we make it. Our work isto 
make America Catholic. If welove America, if we 
love the church, to mention the work sufficea’ The 
Cathelic church will confirm and preserve as no 
human power orhuman church can, the liberties 
ofthe republic. The importance of the possession 
of America to the cause of religion cannot well be 
over estimated. The country is one that must 
tate and prosper, The church triumphant 
n America, Catholic truth will travel 
on the wings of American influence 
aud with it encircle the universg.”’ 

The conferriug of the papal benediction closed 
the celebration, so far as the centenary ofthe hier- 
archy is concerned. Tomorrow the deliberations 
of the congress of Catholic laymen begins.

Struck By Lightning. 


THE BROOKLYN DIVINE PREACHES 
TO A LARGE CONGREGATION 


IN THE CITY OF SEVEN HILLS 


He Gives Some of His Reasons for Visiting 
the O12 World—Text: “I Must 
Also See Rome.” 


Rome, November 10.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage, D.D., Mrs. Talmage and 
Miss Talmage, with Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Klopsche, arrived in this city last evening. 
Today the great Brooklyn divine preached to 
a large congregation from the text, Acts 19, 
21: “I must also see Rome.” A full report of 
the sermon follows: 

Here is Paul’s itinerary. He was a traveling 
or circuit‘preacher. He had been mobbed and 
insulted, and the more good he did the worse 
the world treated him. But he went right on. 
Now he proposes to go to Jerusalem, and says: 
‘After that I must also sce Rome.’”” Why did 
he want to visit this wonderful city in which I 
am today permitted to stand? “To preach 
the gospel,’ you answer. No doubt of it, but 
there were other reasons why he wanted to 
seo Rome. A man of Paul’s intelligence and 
classic taste had fifty other reasons for want- 
ing to see it. Your colosseum was at that 
time in process of erection, and he wanted to 
see it. The forum was even then an old struc- 
ture, and the eloquent apostle wanted to see 
that building in which eloquence had so 
often thundered and wept. Over the 
Appian Way the triumphal processions had 
already marched for hundreds of years, and he 
wanted tosee tHat. The Temple of Saturn 
was alrcady an antiquity, and he wanted to 
see that. ‘The architecture of the world re- 
nowned city, he wanted to see that. The 
places associated with the triumphs, the cruel- 
ties; the disasters, the wars, the military 
genius, the poetic and the rhetorical fame of 
this great city, he wanted to see them. A 
man like Paul, so many sided, so sympathetic, 
go emotional, so full of analogy, could not have 
been indifferent to the antiquities and the 
splendors which moved every rightly organized 
human being. And with that thrill of interest 
he walked these streets, those only who for the 
first time like ourselves enter Rome can im- 
agine. If the inhabitants of all Christendom 
were gathered into one plain, and it were put 
to them which two cities they would above all 
others wish to see, the vast majority of them 
would vote Jerusalem and Rome. So wecan 
understand something of the record of my text 
and its surroundings when it says, Paul pur- 
— in the spirit when he had passed through 

facedonia and Achaia to go to Jerusalem, 
saying:. ‘‘Atter that I must also see Rome.” 

As some of you are aware, with my family 
and only for the purpose of what we can learu 
and the good we can get, I am on the way to 
Palestine. Since leaving Brookiyn, N. Y., 
this is the first place we have stopped. Inter 
mediate cities are attractive, but we have 
visited them in other years, and we hastened 
on, for I said before starting that while I was 
going to see Jerusalem I must also see Rome, 
Why do I want to see it? Because I want, by 
visiting regions associated with the great 
apostle tothe Gentiles, to bave my faith in 
Christianity confirmed. There are those who 
will go through large expenditure to have their 
faith weakened. In my native land I have 
known persons of very limited means to pay 
fifty cents or a dollar to heara lecturer prove 
that our Christian religion is a myth, a dream, 
a cheat, alie. On the contrary, I wili give all 
the thousands of dollars that this journey of 
my family will cost to have additional evi- 
dence that our Christian religion is an authen- 
ticated grandeur, a solemn, a joyous, a raptu- 
ous, a stupendous, a magnificent fact. 80 I 
want to see Rome. want you to show me 
the places connected with Apostolic ministry. 
I have heard that, in your Gity and amid its 
surroundings, apostles suffered and died for 
Christ’s sake. My common sense tells me 
that people do not die for the sake of afalse- 
hood. They may practice a deception for pur- 
poses of gain, but pat the sword to their heart, 
or arrange the halter around their neck, or 
kindle the fire around their feet, and they 
would say my life is worth more than any- 
thing 1 can gain by losing it. I hear you have 
in this city Paul’sdungeon. Show ittome. I 
must see Rome also. While I am interested 
in this city because of her rulers or her citi- 
zens who are mighty in history for virtue or 
vice or talents, Romulus, and Caliguli, and 
Cincinnatus, and Vespasian, and Coriolanus, 
and Brutus, and a hundred others whose 
names are bright with an exceeding bright- 
ness, or black with the deepest dye, most of 
allan, I interested in this city because the 
preacher of Mars hill, and the defier of 
Agrippa, and the hero cf the shipwrecked ves- 
el in the breakers of Melita, and the man who 
held higher than any one that the world ever 
saw the torch of resurrection, lived, and 
preached, and was massacred here. Show me 
every place connected with his memory. I 
must also s¢e Rome. 

But my text suggests that in Paul there was 
the inquisitive and curious spirit. Had my 
text only meant that he wanted to preach here 
he would have said-so. Indeed, in another 
place, he declared: ‘Iam ready to preach the 
Gospel to vou who are at Rome also.”’ But my 
text suggests a sight seeing. This man who 
haal been under Dr- Gamaliel had no lack of 
phraseology, and was used to saying exactly 
what be meant, and he said: ‘I must also see 
Rome.’ There issucha thing as Christian 
curiosity. Paul had it and some of us have it. 
About other people’s business I have no curi- 
osity. About all that can confirm my faith in 
the Christian religion and the world’s salva- 
tion and the soul’s future happiness, Iam full 
of an all absorbing, all compelling curiosity. 
Paul had a great curiosity about the next 
world, and so have we. I hope some day, by 
the grace of God, to go over and see for 
myself; but notnow. No well man, no pros- 
pered man, I think, wants to gonow. But the 
time will come, I think, when I shall go over. 
I want to see what they, do there,and I want to 
see how they doit. I do not want to be look- 
ing through the gates ajar forever. I waut 
them toswing wide open. There are ten 
thousand things I want explained—about you, 
about myself, about the government of this 
world, about God, about everything. We 
startin a plain path of what we know, and in 
a minute come up against a high wall of what 
we donot know. I wonder how it looks over 
there. Somebody tells me itis like a paved 

ved with gold; and another man tells 

like a fountain, and itis like a tree, 

and it is like a trinmphal on; and the 

next man I meet tells me it is all figurative. I

we shudder to go out on a voy

ropes, and, getting 
stumble and fall down in a horri 
wanted 
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it not be grand to have all questious answered 
The perpetually recurring interrogation point 
changed for the mark of exclamation. All 
riddles solved. Who will fear to go out on that 
discovery, when all the questions are to be de- 
cided which we have been discussing all our 
lives? Who shall not clap his hands in the 
anticipation of that bl country, if it be ne 
better than through holy curiosity? As this 
Paul of my text did not suppress his curiosity, 
we need not suppress ours. Yes, I have an an- 
limited curiosity about all religious things,and 
as this city of Rome was so Entimitely con- 
nected with apostolic times, the incidents of 
which emphasize and explain and augment 
the Christian religion, you will not take it .as 
an evidence of a prying spirit, but as the out 
bursting of a Christian curiosity when I say [ 
must also see Rome. 

Our desire to visit this city is also intensi- 
fied by the fact that we want to be confirnmied 
in the feeling that human life is brief, but its 
work lasts for centuries, indeed forever. 
Therefore, show us the antiquities of old 
Rome, about which we have been reading for 
a lifetime, but never seen. In our beloved 
America, we have no antiquities A church 
eighty years old overawes us with its age. 
We have in America some cathedrals hun- 
dreds and thousands of years 61d, but they are 
in Yellowstone park, or California canon, and 
their architecture and masonry were by the 
omnipotent God. We want to see the build- 
ings, or ruins of old buildings, that were 
erected hundreds and thousands of years ago 
by human hands. They lived forty or seventy 
years, but the arches they lifted, the paintin 
they penciled, the ag gy they chiseled, 
the roads they laid out, I understand, are yet 
to be seen, and we want you to show them to 
us. I can hardly wait until Monday morning. 
I must also see Rome. We want to be im- 
pressed with the fact that what men do on @ 
small scale or large scale lasts a thousand 
years, lasts forever, that we . build 
for eternity and that we do soe 
in & ° very short space of 
time. God is the only old living presence. 
But it is an old age without any of the old in- 
firmities or limitations of old age. There is @ 
passage of Scripture which speaks of the birth 
of the mountains, for there was a time when 
the Andes were born, and the Pyrenees were 
born, and the Sierra Nevadas were born, but 
before the birth of those mountains the Bible 
tells us, God was born, aye was never born at 
all, because he always existed. Psalm xe, 2: 
‘*Before the mountains were brought forth, or 
ever thou hadst formed the earth and the 
world, even from everlasting to everlasting, 
thou art God.”’ Howshort is human life, 
what antiquity attaches to its worth! How 
everlasting is God! Show us the antiquities, 
the things that were old when America was 
discovered, old when Paul went up and down 
these streets sight seeing, old when Christ was 
born. I must, I must also see Rome! 

Another reason for our visit to this city id 
that we want to see the places where the 
mightiest intellects and the greatest natures 
wrought for our Christian religion. We have 
been told in America by some people of swol- 
len heads that the Christian religion is a pu - 
sillanimous thing, good for children under 
seven years of age and small brained people, 
but not for the intelligent aud swarthy minded. 
We have heard of your Constantine the 
mighty, who pointed his army to the cross, 
saving: *‘By this conquer.”’ If there be any= 
thing here connected with his reign or his mite 
itary history, show it tous. The mightiest in- 
tellect of the ages was the author of my text, 
and, if for the Christian religion he was will- 
ing to labor and suffer and die, there must be 
souething exalted and sublime and tremend- 
ous in it; and show me every place he visited 
and show me if you can where he was tried,and 
which of yotr roads leads out to Ostia, that 
I may see where he went outtodie. We ex- 
gect before we finish this journey to see Lake 
Galilee and the places where Simon Peter. 
and Andrew iished, and perhaps we 
may drop a net or hook and life into those 
waters ourselves,but when following the track 
of those lesser apostles I will learn quite an- 
other lesson. I want while in this city of 
Rome to study the religion of the brainiest 
of the apostles. I want to follow, as far as we 
can trace it, the track of this great intellect of 
my text who wan to see Romealso. He 
was a logician, he was a metapliysician, he 
was an all conquering orator, he was a poet of 
the highest type. He had.a nature that could 
swamp the leading men of his own day, and, 
hurled against the Sanhedrim, he made it 
tremble. He learned all he could get in the 
school of his native village, then he had gone 
to ahigher school, and there had mastered the 
Greek and the Hobrew and perfected himself 
in belles lettres, until, in the after years, he 
astounded the Cretans, and the Corinthians, 
and the Athenians by — from their 
own authors. I ave never found 
anything in Carlyle, or Geothe, or Her- 
bert Spencer that could compare in 
strength or beauty with Paul’s epistles, Ido 
not think there is anything in the writings of 
Sir William Hamilton that shows sach men- 
tal discipline as you findin Paul’s argument 
about justification and resurrection. I have 
not found anything in Milton finer in the way 
of imagination than I can find in Paul's illus- 
trations drawn from the amphitheater. There 
was nothing in Robert Emmet pleadin for 
his life, or in Edmund Burke arraigning War- 
ren Hastings in Westminster hall, that com- 
pared with the scene in the court room when, 
before robed officials, Paul bowed and began 
his speech, saying: ‘J think myself happy, 
King Agrippa, because I shall answer for my- 
self this day.’’ Irepeat, that a religion that 
can capture aman like that must Lave some 
power init. It istime our wiseacres stopped 
talking as though all the brain of the world 
were opposed to Chrissianity. 

Where Paul leads, we can afford to follow. 
I am glad to know that Christ has, in the dif- 
ferent ages of the world, had in his disciples a 
Mozart and a HandeFin music; a Raphaeland 
a Reynolds in painting; an Angelo and a Ca- 
nova in sculpture; a Rush and a Harvey in 
medicine; a Grotius and a Washington in 
statesmagghip; a Blackstone, a Marshall and 
a Kent in the law; and the time will come 
when the religion of Christ will conquer all 
the observatories and universities, and philoso- 
phy will, through her telescope, behold the 
morning star of,Jesus,and in her laboratory see 
that ‘‘all things work together for good,” and 
with her geological hammer discern the ‘‘Rock 
of ’? Oh,

South Georgia has a regiment of cavalry. 
And steps are being taken to form the north 


Georgia companies into a battalion. 

In accordance with a recent act of the legis- 
Jature seven companies of cavalry located 
gouth of Macon have been organized into a 
regiment and Captain W. W. Gordon, of Sa- 


yannah, has been elected colonel. 

The companies composing the new regiment 
are the Effingham Huzzars, the Georgia 
Hussars, the Liberty Independent Troop, the 
Liberty Troop, the McIntosh Light Dragoons, 
the Brunswick Cavalry and the Screven 


County Cavalry. : 

The matter of forming a regiment was dis- 
cussed for some time before any action was 
taken. It was thought that the companies 
are sofar apart that it would be exceedingly 
difficult to bring them together even occa- 
sionally. On the other hand it*'was argued 
that by forming a regiment under the com- 
mand of one able man beiter work would be 
possible and actual benefits for the soldiers, 
which could not be obtained by single compa- 
nies, would be secured for a regiment. 

A plan isnow being formulated to organize 
the Macon Huzzars, the Troup Huzzars, 
the Richmond Huzzars. offAugusta, and the 
Governor’s Horse Guard, of Atlanta, into a 
battalion, which will be under the command 


of a lieutenant coionel, 

Although no actual steps in this direction 
have as yet been taken, the matter is being 
very freely discussed and it will probably be 
done in the near futare. 

Several prominent military men bave been 
mentioned for the lieutenant colonelecy. The 
name most talked of, however, is that of Cap- 
tain Johu Milledge. If the battalion is formed 
there is little doubt but he will be its command- 
ing officer. 

Besides the recently organized regiment of 
cavalry only one other exists in Georgia. It 
is composed of infantry, and is named the first 
Savannah regiment. The remainder of the 
infantry is divided into five battalions, besides 
which there are a few independent companies 
not yet enrolled in a Jarger body of men.

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HOME FOR THE F RIENDLESS 


THE FIRST ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE ORGANIZATION. 


Election of Officers— History of the Inati- 
tution, the Good Work It Has Accom; 
plished, Plans for the Future, Etec. 


The firstannual moeting of the Home for th 
Friendles, No. 153 Mangum street, was held in the 
parlor of the Young Men’s library, on Thursday 
morning, November 7th. An election of officers for 
the ensuing year resulted as follows: 

President, Mrs. L. B. Nelson; first vice-president, + 
Mra. A. V. Gude; second vice-president, Mrs. M. 
B. Barnes: seeretaries, Mrs. J. P. Averill and Mrs. 
Harry Krouse, sreasurer, Mrs. E, P. MeBurney, 
board of managers, Mrs. A. V. Gude, chairman; 
Mrs. C, A. Colliery, Mra. J. T. Eischberg, Mrs. W. 
R. Hammond, Mra. J. R. Hodge; finance com: 

M. B, 
Barnes, Mrs. W, R. Hammond, Mra. G. L. Chaney, 
Mrs, Jacob Elsas; chairman of clothing committee, 
Mra.

Reports were read from the several committees, 
each of which indicated very satisfactory progress. 
The following, taken from the seeretary’s report, 
gives an interesting history of the institution as 
well asa good idea of what it has accomplished, 
its pians for the future, etc.: 

THE HOME—WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED, 

AND PLANS FOR THE FUTURE. 

The second weex in November, 1888, a half dozen 
of the loyal hearted women of Atlanta met in the 
parlor of Youug Mens’ Curistian association for con- 
suitation. 

Their object was the organization of a society de- 
voted to aid of needy women and children, which 
should be entirely non-sectarian in character, and 
for which the full sympathy and ay ar of all our 
people could be invite 

The result was the establishing pf “The Home for 
the Friendless,””’ on Tuesday, November 13, 1588, 
with an original membership of about thirty, which 
at this time, the end of the first year, bas increased 
to one hundred and five. 

Atameeting held November 22, 1888, an organi- 
zation was partially effected by the election of the 
following oilicers: Prestdent, Mrs. L, B. Nelson; 
first vice-president, Mrs, M. B. Bagnes; second vide- 
president, Mrs. er Ars Jackson; secretary, Mrs, J. P. 
Averill; treasurer E. P. McBurney; board of 
rnanagers, Mrs, E. E. Harper (chairman), Mrs. W. 
R. Hammond, Mrs. A. B. Gude, Mrs, Jacob Haas, 
Mra. C, A. Collier, 

November 29 the organization was completed by 
the election of the following jadics as chairman of 
the several standing committees: Fiaance, Mrs. 
R. A. Monteith: nursery, Mra. H. Lewis; house, 
Mrs, T. P. Westmoreland; clothing, Mrs, F. Logan; 
employment, Mrs. J. T. Etschberg. The finance 
committee was completed by the election of the tol- 
lowing members: Mrs, E.E. Rawson, Mrs. Jacob Elsas 
Mrs. M. B. Barnes, Mrs. W.R. Hammond. The chatr- 
man of the various other committees mentioned se- 
lected their own assistants, 

The original officers retained their positions dur- 
ing the year, with the tollowing exceptions: Mrs. 
E. E. Rawson and Mrs. M. R. Berry were placed in 
charge of the clothing committee, vice Mrs, Logan, 
resigned. In June Ms, J. M. Beath was appointed 
acting chairman of the investigating committee, 
owlng to the temporary ab-ence from the city of 
the chairman, Mre. J. A. Miller. Mrs. Harry Krouse 
was clected second Vice president, vice Mrs, Judge 
Jackson, resigned. 

A charter was obtained, and on November 
29, 1888, formally adopted. At the gub- 
sequent meeting a constitution and bys 
laws were also adopted. The following 
gentlemen were appointed an advisory board, 
Messrs. H. H. Cabiness. M. C. Kiser, R. A, Mon- 
teith, FE E. Rawson, C. A. Collier, Georze Muse, 
Albert Ho: well, Jacob Haas, Jacob Elsas, Robert 
Lowry, L. B. Nelson, Joseph Hirsch, 

A sititable b ullding for the home was rented at 
No. 153 Mangum street, -which was furnished, 
mainly by contributions, and formally ‘nate for 
the reception of inmates December 1, 1885 

At the first meeting held at tne home, , HRA 
6, Mrs. E. C. Bemus wasemployed as matron at a 
salary of $20 per month. She resigned her position 
June 19, 1889, and was succeeded by Mrs. M. A, 
Davis, the present matron, 

The officers of the home have . held 
their regular meetings on Thursday of each 
week during the year, each of which 
has been well aitended. These meetings have been 
auamented by the meetings of the members, held 
on the first Monday of each month. 

One of the fundamental principles upon which 
the work of the organization is based is the true 
charity which teaches and encourages people to 
help themselves to the full extent of their ability 
and not to depend, more than is absolutely neces- 
sary, upon financial aid. The desire to work and to 
secure honorable employment, therefore, is one of 
the tests made in receiving applicants to the home. 
Unfortunately, some of the able-bodied who apply 
refuse the offer of honorable employment, and 
turn away to seek shelter elsewhere, Every in- 
mate of the home who is able is obliged 
to render service ofsome kind, and not permitted 
to remain in idleness.. If helpless, by reason of 
their tender years or iliness, they are well cared for 
until proper disposition can be made of them. 

As tbeapplcations thus far for the service of 
white women have been considerable in exeess of 
applicants for employment many young girls have 
been seut by the society directly to fill desirable po- 
sitions awating them without the necessity of re. 
ceiving them, even temporarily, as inmates. 

The somiety has also secured the leg zal adoption of 
several young children into respectable and well- 
to-do famlliea Thus the best of permancnt homes 
are being obtained for helpless little ones who otiere 
wise would be liberal to become burdens to the 
community. 

Among the other duties assumed by the home is 
the care of the children of working women during 
thed e, oF during the hours that the mother 
may be employed. In case the mother ig earning 
recular wages, @& small per cent of the same ig 
charged her for the childrens’ board; thus carrying 
out the principle of requiring all who are able to 
help themselves as far as possible. It is anticipated 
that this service will increase, as its benefits become 
more fully understood and appreciated by those in 
need of them. These children are placed in the 
nursery iu charge of those fully competent to care 
or them, 

One of the most important teatures of the work is 
the eare of children, ranging in age from infancy 
to thirteen or fourteen years. Admittance is re- 
fused to boys ifover ten years, but in most cases, 
thus far, where mothers have applied for their boys 
over that age, good places have been found for 
them among rellable men, who are giving them a 
business training. The older girls who have come 
under the care ofthe home have, without excep- 
tion, been placed in the best of families. 

For the cost of maintenance, the institution has 

open ded upoa a monthly rg oe oe of fifty 

lars from the general council, to the membership 
pao dues of twenty-five cents, and to the ¢on- 
tributions of money, provisions, elothing, medical 
services, medicines, ete., from the charitable people 
of the city. Thus far, these sources of supply have 
been adequate to the needs, and the society has 
never been obliged to run into debt. 

The work, as outlined above, which has been 

accow plished during the eleven months, ending 
November Ist, 1889. since the home was opened, is 
briefly summarized as follows:
